A doubt 


E doubt that Sir Sik- 

nin's statement is cor- 
reet, From past knowledge 
of local industrialists it has 
often been every man for 
himself. Luck oof — co- 
operation within the Colony, 
even among firma in” the 
sume trade, is notorious. 

In this respect, the Federa- 
tion should be in a strong 
position to assert itself 
although the danger is that 
the individuajists, out to 
make a quick dollar, will 
fail to co-operate. 

There is no doubt that in the 
long run those who stand 
aloof will eventually be the 
fosers and In the meantime 
particular industries and 
the Colony’s economy will 
suffer. : 

Probably one of the most 
important points in Sir Sik- 
nin’s report is that we have 
a contribution to make to 
the atability and prosperity 
of the Far Bast. And he 
adds, “If we (the Federa- 
tion, presumably) would be 
among the lenders of the 
area, we must think and act 
like leaders.” 


Big factor 


OTHING could be more 

to the point. In the years 
gone by this lack of con- 
certed leadership, this Jack 
of co-operation and 
dency towards individual- 
iam has been one of the 
greatest contributing fnac- 
tors which hus landed us in 
the uncnviable position of 
fighting with our backs to 
the wall agninat powerful 
antagonists. 

Hongkong has a right to 
survive but fight it must. 
Without leadership both in 
Government and in in- 
dustry our vulnerability 
increases and hard-fisted 
businessmen and politicians 
will do thelr best ‘to ace 
that we sink unless all join 
forces. .

He sald the = situation 
was ‘very difficult and 
embarrassing,” and added 
that Japan expected tho 
coming International con- 
ference on cotton toxtilca 
to take its problem Into 
full account. 

U.S. VIEW 

Eariler, Mr Dean Rusk, 
the Secretary of State, 
sald the overall probtem 
of Japanese textiles ex: 
ports to the United States 
had to be considered on 
a multilateral basis at the 
coming international ne- 
gotiations. 

The Secretary of State 
made this comment In 
reply to @ press conference 
question about talks In 
which Japan was secking 
a large Increaso in her 
voluntary quotas on tex- 
tite exports to the United 
States.

The review, whose aim is to provide up-to-date 
assessment for people with business interests 
abroad, said that “with only seven months 
life left to the Hongkong-Lancashire volun- 


ition to its extension is 


becoming more and more pronounced. 


“The Hongkong textile in- 
dustry Is clearly worried, 
especinily in view of falling 
sales in America, and it seems 
nu extension will be secured by 
Lancashire without the govern- 
ment's active support. 

“So far, however, the govern- 
ment has been reluctant to 
champion the Lancashire cause. 
On the other hand, representa- 
tives of the British textile in- 
dustry point out that some sert 
of permanent, or long-term pro- 
tection is essential if Lancashire 
is to survive.” 


Not adequate | 

The review said that the 
ihree yenrst “breathing space” 
provided for in the pact for 
Lancashire’s re - organtsation 
“has not been udequate, and 
although it ig expected to 
derive substantial benefits from 
the re-organisation scheme later, 
more protection must be 
secured.” 

Regarding garment exports to 
America, the review said the 
fall in American demand re- 
sulted in “serious problems" in 
the Colony and that “there arc 
no signs of any real recovery 
yet” 

The review noted some. jn- 
crease In sulus to Britain, but 
then sald “it is clear that as 
depression in the 
US. continues, the garment 
industry in Hongkong will 
rulfer.” 

“The seriousness of the 
position was well illustrated by 


the closure of the Kwong Tai 
Garment Company last month,” 
it added. 

Other factories specialising in 
the U.S. market “are also 
scriously affected,” it said. 
“These, however, seem to be 
holding out temporarily on the 
huge profits that were made 
two years ago."—UPI. ’

Disappointment 


He sald that such speeches 
must be a source of keen disap- 
pointment to those who sougnt 
to advanee the cause of peace. 

“The effect of these speeches, 
ur the Sovict leaders must have 
known, can only be to helghten 
world tensions.”

“Demands and threats which 
erente a crisis over o subject 
which involves the vital Interests 
of other people, do not promote 
the real peace which the world 
desires,” Mr Rusk said In a 
prepared statement. 

“The Unlted States and those 
associated with us are clear and 
firm about our obligations to 
ourselves and to the people of 
West Berlin." 3 

Mr Rusk was asked whether 
he would regard Mr Khrush- 
chev's statement that Russla 
would sign a peace treaty with 
| East Germany nt the end of the 
year as an “ultimatum.” He

He told the Association of 
Britlsh Chambers of Commerce 
at a Junchcon: “We intend to 
maintain Sterling at its present 
perity. That statement jo in no 
way affected the recent 
announcement from Ottawa. 

CONCLUSIONS 

“That is for the short term,” 
the Chancellor said. “But for 
the long term It fs the trends in 
our economy that matter.

The other day, a keen-cyed man with long white 


hair sat in a schoojroom 
town of Sidcup and listened to young people 


telling stories.

The mon who put over this 
idea of story festivals, 
John Musefield, the Poet Lau- 
reste, 83 this month and seem- 
ingly as busy and as in the public 
eye ns when he was 43. 

He has just brought “out a 
new book of verse, “The Bluc- 
bells nnd Other Verses't — his 
52nd published work. Recently 
he became one of the first five 
writers to be honoured with the 
distinguished ttle, Companion 
of Literature, 

Undoubtedly he has been one 
of the most sucecssful and 
stimulating of Laureates — 
although his appointment more 
than 30 years ago was criticised 
by some Mlerary personalities 
at the time.

As a horse-owner, his most 
successful season was 1042, when 
his Big Game won the 2,000 
Guineas and Sun Chariot won 
the 1,000 Guineas, Oaks and St 
Leger. 


As a golfer, he exeelied with 
drives of 300 yards or more—a 
stroke he used lo practise daily 
on a specially preparcd tee laid 
out on one of the royal lawns. 
And in 1930 he was made cap- 
tain of the Royal and Ancient 
of St Andrews. 

It is a curious fact that, des- 
piic poor physique and health, 
George VI was actively Interest- 
ed in mere sports than any 
English king befcre him, He 
played’ sport as he relgned — 
with courage and_copscientious 
endeavour rather than natural 
aptitude for the task.

Work on a further stago of the Shek Pik 
water supply scheme is tq begin shortly. 
This involves the lying of steel mains of 
48-inch diameter to connect the series 
of tunnels between the reservoir at Shek 
Pik and Silvermine Bay on the castern, 
shore of Lantau Island. 


The total length of steel 
plpes to be used is about 1% 
miles. 

The pipeline starts from 
portal “D” and siretches 3,270 
feet in the directlon of Silver- 
mine Bay to the pumping station 
to be built at Pul O. 


PUMPING STATION 


From the pumping station to 
portal “F” the length of pipe 
is 2,580 fect at the end of which 
{t connects with a tunnel 4,754 
feet long. 

From portal “G" at the end of 
the tunnel, the pipeline. riscs to 
the inlet to the treatment works 
at Silvermine Bay which is able 
to treat 35 million gallons of 
water o day. 

The filtered and chemically 
treated water flows downward 
from the treatment works along 
a 1,200-foot length of maln to 
the beach, where the 48-inch 
diameter plpcline forms a_ fork 
to joln up with the twin 30-inch 
submarine pipeline that carries 
the water under the sea to Sandy 
Bay on Hongkong Island. 


LAND PIPELINE 


The land pipeline on Lantau 
Island wlll be laid in a trench 
and its entire length will be 
buried. 

Tenders for the laying of the 
pipeline !s called for in today’s 
Government Gazetle. 

‘Work is expected to begin in 
August: and take about a year 
to complete.
